New Delhi, the 23 rd July 1964 

No. 56-Pres./64. — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the ASHOKA CHAKRA, CLASS II, for cons- 
picuous gallantry to : 

1. No. 46632 Naik KARNA BAHADUR RAI, 

4 Bn. The Assam Rifles, ( Posthumous ). 

2. No. 46584 Lance Naik KARNA BAHADUR 

GURUNG, 4 Bn. The Assam Rifles. 

( Effective date of award — 1th May 1962). 

Naik Karna Bahadur Rai was commanding a patrol in 
Tusom-Khullen area in Manipur on 7th May 1962. Lance 
Naik Karna Bahadur Gurung was member of the patrol. The 
terrain which the patrol had to traverse was hilly and covered 
with thick undergrowth. The track was very narrow and 
afforded very little room for manouevre. When the patrol 
reached a bend a gang of hostiles opened LMG and rifle fire, 
and Naik Karna Bahadur Rai was hit by a bullet. Ordering 
his men to take up position and open fire, he rushed for the 
nearest cover but found it planted with punjeas, so despite 
his wound, he charged the hostile position and silenced the 
LMG before he succumbed to his injuries. 

Lance Naik Karna Bahadur Gurung saw two members of 
his group hit, and one of them die instantaneously. He 
rushed to the nearest cover but was entangled in hostile 
traps. Although seriously wounded, he opened Are on the 
hostiles from point blank range, killing three of them. By 
his bold action he not only saved the LMG of his group but 
also the lives of his comrades. 

Naik Karna Bahadur Rai and Lance Naik Karna Bahadur 
Gurung displayed exemplary courage, determination and 
qualities of leadership which were in the best traditions of 
our Army. 

3. Major DWARKA NATH KANWARPAL (TC-8630). 

5 Bn. The Assam Rifles. 

( Effective date of award — 16th June 1963). 

On 31st May 1963, the NEFA administrative centre in 
Kameng Division was attacked by hostile DAFLA tribesmen 
who killed the Base Superintendent, three of his staff and 
some Constables of the Central Reserve Police. The hostiles, 
who were in possession of about 25 rifles and 5 sten machine 
carbines, then destroyed the bridge over the Kameng river. 

One wing of Assam Rifles, under the command of Major 
Kanwarpal was detailed to re-establish law and order in the 
area and to apprehend the tribesmen involved in the incident 
with the minimum of force. The hostiles did all they could 
to interfere with the re-construction and maintenance of the 
brfdge over the Kameng river and to hinder movement of the 
column towards the place of the incident. On 16th June 
1963, when the column wns moving towards its destination, 
a hostile prisoner apprehended earlier knocked down his 
escort and tried to escape into the jungle. Major Kanwarpal 
realising that the prisoner would warn the armed hostiles 
gave chase and apprehended him. On other occasion he 
took great personal risk in Crossing a river in spate in order 
to enable the column to resume Its advance. Throughout the 
operation Major Kanwarpal displayed courage and leadership 
of a high order resulting in the eventual surrender of the 
arms and in the re-establishment of civil administration in the 
area. 

No, Sl-Pres./fA . — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the VTR CHAKRA for acts of gallantry in the 
operations in NEFA to : — 

1. 5832160 Havildar GANGA BAHADUR RAWAT, 

9th Gorklia Rifles (Posthumous), 

( Effective date of award — 20 th October 1962) 

On 20th October 1962, when his battalion in Tsangdhar 
area was attacked by the Chinese forces, Havildar Ganga 
Bahadur Rawat was performing the duties of a Company 
Havildar Major. When a platoon of the battalion was being 
overrun, Havildar Rawat was ordered to counter-attack the 
enemy with his men. Although the enemy forces were all 
over the platoon position, he immediately formed a small 
assault group and charged the enemy. The suddeness of the 
attack confused the enemy and enabled Havildar Rawat’s 
small force to reach the platoon headquarters. At this stage 
the enemy opened heavy small arms fire. Havildar Rawat 
was last seen encouraging his men In the counter-attack, 
which prevented the collapse of the platoon’s defences. 


in this action, Havildar Ganga Bahadur Rawat displayed 
courage, leadership and devotion to duty of a high order in 
keeping with the best traditions of our Army, 

2. Capt. ESHWAR NARAYAN IYENGAR (MR-1444), 
The Army Medical Corps. 

(Effective date of award-list November 1962) 

Captain Iyengar was the Regimental Medical Officer of an 
Infantry Battalion in NEFA. On 21st November 1962, when 
the battalion was ambushed by overwhelming Chinese forces 
and suffered casualties, Captain Iyengar dashed forward, 
established a small Regimental Aid Post in the midst of the 
battle and personally attended to the wounded disregarding 
his own safety. Despite enemy fire; he continued his task till 
he was wounded and finally overpowered and taken prisoner. 

In this action, Captain Eshwar Narayan Iyengar displayed 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order. 

No. 58-Prer./64. — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the BAR to the ASHOKA CHAKRA, CLASS 1U. 
for acts of gallantry in operations in Nagaland to : 

JC-17705 Jemadar NEKI RAM, 

The Assam Rifles. 

( Effective date of award— 12th September 1963) 

On 11th September 1963, information was received that 
hostiles, had established a camp a few miles from Battalion 
Headquarters in Nagaland, Jemadar Neki Ram was ordered 
to take out a patrol and destroy the camp. Assembling his 
men quickly he led his patrol in heavy rain through thick 
jungles and over mountainous terrain in pitch darkness 
throughout the night and approached the hostile camp from 
the rear. The sentry of the Camp, who was unarmed at that 
time, was captured personally by Jemadar Neki Ram, who 
then led his men in a charge on the hostiles in the Camp. 
The hostiles put up a stiff fight but soon broke and fled into 
the jungle. In the encounter a hostile was killed, a few were 
wounded and one taken prisoner. The patrol destroyed the 
Camp and captured some arms and ammunition. 

Jemadar Neki Ram displayed gallantry and leadership of a 
high order during this operation. 

No. 59-PresJ f)4 . — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the ASHOKA CHAKRA, CLASS III, for gallantry 
to : 

No. 151416 Rifleman KHEM SINGH, 

The Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of award— 11th February 1963). 

On 17th Febraury, 1963, Rifleman Khem Singh was on 
atrol duty at a post in Nagaland. At about 1400 hours, as 
e was returning towards the quarter guard, a party of armed 
hostiles hiding nearby crawled up to the perimeter of the post 
and fired on Rifleman Khem Singh. A bullet tore away 
completely the calf muscle of his leg and he fell down. The 
hostiles then started swarming over the barricade. Although 
seriously wounded, Rifleman Khem Singh kept on firing at 
the hostiles till help came. His act of bravery foiled the 
attempt of the hostiles to snatch bis weapon 1 gnd rush the post. 

Rifleman Khem Singh displayed exemplify courage and 
devotion to duty in the face of heavy odds.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the afternoon of the 21 st March 1963, Shri Sri Narain 
Sharma, Sub-Inspector of Police, Barhpura, received reliable 
information that notorious dacoit Mullu Singh and his gang 
were in a house in village Mansa Ram ka Purwa. Sub- 
Inspector Sharma immediately sent a signal to the Superin- 
tendent of Police, Etawah, and himself rushed to the village 
with the available police force. On reaching the village, Sub- 
Tnspeclor Sharma posted his men to seal off the exit routes. 
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.Meanwhile, Shri Radhey Shlam Sbarma, Superintendent of 
Police, Etawah, arrived with a police party and took com- 
mand of the operation. A plan of action was chalked out, in 
accordance with which two parties of police surrounded the 
house while Shri Radhey Shiam Sharma, Sub-Inspector Sri 
Narain Sharma and other officers and men climbed on to the 
roof of the house and took up positions. At a given signal, a 
Constable knocked on the door of the outer courtyard. This 
brought out one of the owners of the house who climbed 
the staircase to the roof and was promptly overpowered by 
Head Constable Phagun Singh. Hearing the scuffle, the 
dacoils in the house opened fire disclosing their position in 
the building. The Police party on the roof then descended to 
the courtyard roof and Shri Radhey Shiam Sharma ordered 
the dacoits to surrender, This challenge was met with a 
volley of fire, which was returned by the Police, A gun 
battle ensued for some time. The dacoits realizing their preca- 
rious position, made a desperate bid to break through the 
Police cordon. The Police opened fire injuring Mullu Singh 
and three other dacoits. Shri Radhey Shiam Sharma, Sub- 
Inspector Sri Narain Sharma and two other officers fell on 
the injured dacoits and apprehended them before they could 
fire, dispossessing them of two .303 rifles and two 12 bore 
DBBL guns. The four dacoits succumbed later to their 
injuries. 

Tn this encounter Shri Radhey Shiam Sharma, Superinten- 
dent of Police, Etawah and Shri Sri Narain Sharma, Sub- 
Inspector of Police, Barhpura, displayed initiative, gallantry 
and a high sense of duty in complete disregard for their 
personal safety. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under Rule 4(i) 
of the rules governing the award of the Police Medal. In the 
case of Shri Sri Narain Sharma, Sub-Inspector of Police, the 
award carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
Rule 5 with effect from the 21st March 1963.
